spite of all this trouble, the company 
marketed two and a half million 
bushels of grain and sold nearly two 
thousand shares to the farmers. 

In 1907 all anxiety 
with the funds was laid at rest by a 
settlement with the Home Bank, 
through which the credit was obtain- 
ed, in return for which the company 
took a large share of the stock, own- 
ing at the present time seventy thou- 
sand dollars’ worth, while the farm- 
era of the west own $300,000 worth 

At the end of the year 1908 the 
Grain Exchange sustained its second 
defeat at the hands of the company, 
the legislature amending the charter 
of the former to such a degree that 
the exchange discarded its tattered 
fragments, and has ever since that 
time carried on the business as a vol- 
untary association, But the fight was 


company 


freeze-out. By common consent they 


a bushel commiasion charged in 
marketing of wheat, and even indicat- 
ed an intention in many cases of 
dropping the commission altogether 
and trusting in manipulation for their 
profits, But the farmer never ‘“bat- 
ted an eyelash.” To the appeal to 
the stockholders came back the un- 
animous reply: “Don't lower your 
commission one fraction of a cent,” 
and they stayed with it. It was at this 


time that a new enemy appeared in 
the field. 
The Last Effort. 

A press agent was «appointed by 
the exchange, with the object of en- 
listing public opinion against the 
farmers and their methods, who car- 
ried on business under the cloak of 


a financial agent, and published arti- 
cles in the newspapers under the title 
of “Observer.” His campaign of ‘“‘del- 
icate” slander had its effect until the 
newspapers, under the pressure of the 
storm of protest from the grain grow- 
ers, refused to publish the articles, 
The press agent had been hired for 
a certain large sum for the year, and 


could not force its way into the press, 
and so to the ears of the people, he 
was dismissed with the offer of $1,800. 
He naturally protested to the agree- 
ment being broken and went straight- 
away to the official organ of the grain 
srowers, divulging the entire secret of 
the conspiracy 

And here the battle practically end- 
ed, for beyond objections to the re- 
cently inaugurated system of govern- 
ment-owned elevators, the exchange 
has since let the grain growers alone. 

And this is what the company 
to show since its inauguration: 
ing the past year, it has handled 
about $20,000,000 worth of business. 
It now possesses a paid-up capital or 
nearly $300,000. 

It has declared a dividend of 16 per 
cent. on this, 

It has voted $ 
ueational fund, 
listing the farmers in the scheme of 
organization in every part of the pro- 
vinces, 

Its shareholders number 10,000 and 
the number is rapidly increasing. The 
statistics were provided at the meet- 
ing held last summer and showed the 
standing of the company at the end 
of last year. In addition to this the 
company has purchased a splendid 
site in the heart of the city, and al- 
most opposite to its old enemy, the 
Grain Exchange; and upon. this it in- 
tends ‘building a fine structure in 
which the rapidly-growing business of 
the concern may be transacted. 

An attempt is being made to pro- 
cure a federal charter, the company, 
at present, operating under a provin- 
celal charter. Other proposals still 
pending are the supplying of seed 
Brain to the farmers, the starting of 
co-operative stores in the country 
towns, and the building of farmers’ 
mills, 

One strong factor in the life of the 
organization must not be forgotten, 
and that fs the official organ of the! 
farmers—The Grain Growers’ Guide. | 
This publication, which claims to be 
fvee from politics, and which is fear- 
less in its expressions of opinion, has 
now & circulation of 20,000,
